Dr.  Davis  began  his  career  as 
a  preacher,  but  soon  became 
interested  in  world  affairs  to 
the  exclusion  of  all  else.  He  has 
traveled  in  France,  England, 
Germany,  and  Austria  and, 
since  1940,  lias  attended  every 
important  conference  of  world 
affairs  it  has  been  possible  to 
attend. 

Dr.  Davis  feels  that  every  Ameri¬ 
can  must  be  made  aware  of  the 
dangers  that  challenge  the  demo¬ 
cratic  system  of  government,  and 
must  be  equipped  with  knowledge 
and  understanding  in  order  to 
meet  the  perils  that  endanger  its 
structure. 

Each  class  of  the  FBI  acad¬ 
emy  at  Washington,  D.  C.  hears 
Dr.  Davis  lecture,  for  J.  Edgar 
Hoover  is  convinced  that  every 
FBI  man  should  hear  him  at 
least  once.  His  sound  approach 
to  present  day  problems  is  most 
noteworthy. 

One  of  Dr.  Davis’  favorite  topics 
is  “Unfinished  Business",  for  he 
realizes  that  the  task  of  perfecting 
democracy  and  the  quest  for  peace, 
freedom,  and  Justice  are  social  ad¬ 
ventures  which  are  never  finished. 

Dr.  Davis  has  appeared  here 
on  campus  to  speak  .several 
times  previously  and  his  lectures 
are  truly  extraodlnary,  for  they 
arc  never  the  same  and  are  al¬ 
ways  unfinished.  It  is  impossi¬ 
ble  to  listen  to  him  and  ignore 
his  challenge  to  think.

Ziegfield  and  Russell, 
Columbia  University, 

Will  Aopear  on  Program 

Col.  Philip  F.  La  Follette,  three 
times  governor  of  Wisconsin,  and 
Dr.  Edwin  Ziegfield,  head  of  the  de¬ 
partment  of  fine  and  industrial 
arts,  Teachers  College,  Columbia 
University,  will  be  two  of  the  fea¬ 
tured  speakers  at  the  thirty-sixth 
annual  meeting  of  the  Northwest 
Missouri  Teachers  Association  to  be 
held  on  this  campus  Thursday  and 
Friday.  October  8  and  9. 

After  Miss  Martha  Copeland, 
president,  convenes  the  first  gen¬ 
eral  session,  Col.  La  Follette  will 
address  the  group  on  “Leadership, 
What  Is  it?” 

Phil  La  Follcttc’s  distinguished 
career  started  back  in  1923  when  he 
was  elected  district  attorney  of 
Dane  County,  Wisconsin,  shortly 
after  he  had  graduated  from  the 
Law  School  of  the  University  of 
Wisconsin.  He  served  in  this  office 
until  1927  although  in  1926  he  re¬ 
turned  to  his  Alma  Mater  as  lectur¬ 
er  in  law. 

In  1939  when  he  was  first  elected 
governor  of  Wisconsin,  he  was  the 
youngest  governor  in  America.  Dur¬ 
ing  his  three  term  tenure,  he  re¬ 
ceived  nationwide  acclaim  for  his 
progressive  statesmanship  and  re¬ 
forms. 

His  friends  and  supporters  con¬ 
sider  him  the  ablest,  the  wisest,  and 
most  important  public  force  m 
Wisconsin  today.  Like  his  father, 
the  late  Robert  M.  La  Follette,  he 
has  no  middle  ground.  His  convic¬ 
tions  are  positive  and  his  argu¬ 
ments  arc  based  upon  exact  knowl¬ 
edge. 

After  completion  of  his  under¬ 
graduate  work  at  Ohio  State  Uni¬ 
versity  in  1927,  Dr.  Ziegfield  re¬ 
ceived  his  M.  L.  A.  degree  from 
Harvard  University  in  1929  and  was 
granted  the  Fh.  D.  degree  from  the 
University  of  Minnesota  in  1946. 

As  well  as  having-  several  years’ 
professional  experience  in  land¬ 
scape  architecture,  he  has  taught  at 
Ohio  State  University,  the  Univer¬ 
sity  of  Minnesota,  and  the  Teach¬ 
ers  College.  Columbia  University. 

Dr.  Ziegfield  has  received  scholar¬ 
ships  from  the  Laxe  Forest  Foun¬ 
dation  tor  Architecture  and  Land¬ 
scape  Architecture  and  Harvard 
University.  In  1930  he  was  granted 
the  Charles  Eliot  Travelling  Fellow¬ 
ship  from  Harvard.

Many  improvements  have  been  made  upon  the  campus  this 
summer. 

Parking  lots  north  of  Horace  Mann,  south  of  the  Gymnas¬ 
ium,  and  by  the  Library;  the  driveway  to  the  Union;  the  road  and 
approach  to  the  bus  line  were  resurfaced.  A  walk  was  made 
from  the  Union  to  the  Library,  an  almost  inevitable  requirement 
because  of  the  beaten  path  made  by  students. 

Hot  water  systems  in  Residence  Hall,  the  Quadrangle,  and 
the  Gymnasium  have  been  reconditioned.  The  swimming  pool 
can  now  be  heated  independently  of  the  main  heating  system. 

A  new  scoreboard  and  a  newly  cleaned  and  painted  stad¬ 
ium  will  be  of  pleasure  during  the  football  season.  An  effort 
has  been  made  toward  reconditioning  the  athletic  field.  Because 
of  the  drouth  the  work  has  not  been  easy.
